“ The funeral of Chin Yon w ill take 
place in front of the store of deceased 
on G ran t avenue at eleven o'clock this 
morning,’' read an item in the San 
Francisco Chronicle. 
Chin Yon was 
one of the 
big Chinese merchants of 
the B ay City. 
He was reputed to be 
worth more than a 
million dollars 
And so this explains why I was prompt­ 
ly on hand 
at the place named at 
the appointed hour to observe the ob­ 


sequies. 


W hen within a block of the place I 


could hear the shrill piping of the pic­ 
colo and the harsh rattle of the cym ­ 
bals. 
These instruments seem to be in- 


oispensable at all funerals and thea­ 
tres. 
Upon arrivin g at the business house 


the street was blockaded with onlook­ 
ers who had come out of curiosity to 
witness this strange rite. 
A 
tempo­ 
rary 
platform 
6x12 feet had 
been 


erected at the edge of the walk and 
over the gutter. 
It had a canopy-top 


of muslin stretched from 
four posts. 


Upon this platform was every im agin­ 
able Chinese dish 
Tw o dressed hoys, 


two roasted 
hogs, hog heads roasted, 


boiled rice in bowls decorated with col­ 
ored sugars, tarts with a rice surround­ 
ing, fried chickens with the head and 
feet on, fruit, fritters, cakes, vegeta­ 
bles, etc. 
Probably there wore 1,200 


pounds of food on the platform, cooked 
and uncooked—-enough to put a 
man 


through the Klondike a full year! 
A t one end of the platform in the 


gutter were the remains of m illionaire 
Chin N un iu a plain black casket*—at 
the other end, in the gutter, were t he 
wife and child, and half a dozen hired 
mourners. 
They were on their knees, 


some tea m atting having been thrown 
on the cobblestones, and were bowing 
so low that their heads touched the 
ground. Th e wife looked to be wrapped 
or tied in a gunny sack, 
w hile those 


hired to help out the ceremony had a 
garb which resembled 
pillow cases 


drawn over their heads and shoulders 
and 
well around their forms. 
Not a 


tear was shed so far as 1 could see. 
The master of ceremonies stood at the 


edge of the platform and kept up for a 
soiid'hour an ear-piercing piping on the 
piecalo. 
He was a cadaverous individ­ 
ual. gaunt, sallow, all bones, and had 
a voice that was a cross between a 
steamboat whistle and an Indian war 
whoop.

Chinese boy who brought the cym bals 
together with a crash that was deafen­ 
ing. 
A t the end of the platform near 


where the mourners were located stood 
the punk tender and the tea turner. 
A dozen hunches of punk 
had been 


stuck in the ground and were smoking 
like a Vesuvius. 
W hen they got low 


half a dozen bunches would be brought, 
lighted, stuck in the ground, and then 
everything 
progressed satisfactorily.

tinuously while clouds of smoke arose 
from the burning puna. 
As often as 
two or three minutes the punk tender 
would pour out several very small cups 
of tea then turu 
it upon the ground 
near where the mourners were kneel* 
ing, m eanwhile the ’ music’’ went on 
continuously. 
The street was so pack­ 
ed that it was impossible for foot pas­ 
sengers or teams to get along. 
Po lice­ 
man were holding hack the crush as 
well as they could without interfering 
with the obsequies, and only one tight 
ensued in an hour. 


Fin ally the mourners arose, the wid­ 


ow and her child were led arouud the 
casket three times very slowly, when 
the ceremony was declared finished, 
the e isket put into the hearse auu the 
mourners were lifted luto the rear end 
of an old delivery wagon, without a 
seat except the one the driver occu- 
p ed, and a long line of coupes followed 


fruit and rice, and dumptd the whole 
mass into a box and within fifteen m in­ 
utes the platform 
was removed 
and 


most of the food prepared for the dead 
had been taken by the living. 
1 did not attend 
the burial of de­ 
ceased: but the ceremony at the grave 
is sim ilar to that described herein, and 
some of the food on the platform is de­ 
posited on his grave to enable the 
corpse to cross the dark river without 
suffering the pangs of hunger.

B u rn in g W o m e n . 
The horrible punishment of burning 
women alive seems to have existed in 
Saxon England, but perhaps only in 
the e a s e of slaves 
Under the Norman 
ruler* any woman, bond or free, who 
killed her husband was burned alive, 
and tiie same punishment for this crime, 
and also for high treason and even for 
coining and other minor offenses, con 
tinued or arose from time 
to 
time 
through the second and third periods 
u ntil it was abolished by art of parlia 
nient in 1790, the last actual execution 
of this kind having, however, taken 
place six years earlier. 
The whipping 


of women for various offenses continued 
even later. 
Public w hipping was not 
abandoned until 1817, and cases of p ri­ 
vate whipping occur as late as 1820. 


There can be no doubt, we think, that 
the savage human instinct of cruelty 
had something to do w ith the barbarous 
punishments above mentioned. 
As the 
old Roman public longed for the car­ 
nage of the circus, as the «Spanish popu­ 
lace crowded to the auto-da-fe in the 
flourishing days of the inquisition, so 
the lower (perhaps not only the lower) 
strata of English nationality took de­ 
light in witnessing tortures which, in 
all probability, were devised and kept 
up partly for their entertainment.

Cleveland tells us that Judge Jeffreys, 
in sentencing a woman to be whipped, 
is reported to have said: 
“ Hangman, 1 charge you to pay par­ 
ticular attention to this lady. 
Scourge 
her till her blood runs down. 
It is

to strip; see that you burn her shoul­ 
ders thoroughly. ’’— Athenaeum.

nothing 
has the superiority of 
modern over former methods been made 
more manifest than in the various proc­ 
esses employed for gilding. 
Now the 
greater portion of gilded articles are 
gold covered by means of the electrical 
bath. 
Form erly gilding was done by 
laborious and troublesome processes in 
certain stages detrimental to the health 
of the workman. 
The old time gilder 
used an amalgam of gold and mercury, 
causing it to adhere to the bronze a rti­ 
cle by means of nitrate of mercury, the 
nitrous and mercurial fumes being poi­ 
sonous, always endangering the health 
of the workman and sometimes induc­ 
ing incurable disease. Now’ the article to 
be gilded is placed in an electrical bath, 
the current is turned on, and in a short 
tim e the piece is ready for the burnish­ 
er. 
G ilding by means of gold leaf and 
gold powder is still practiced, the work 
being mostly done by hand, but its del­ 
icacy is such as to require long practice 
and great experience. An amateur gild 
er has uo earthly chance of success. 
H is work w ill always show the inexpe­ 
rience of 
the workm an.— ¿St
